Summary of reasons for decision: 

This publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, and is therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The publication is a Blu-ray disc containing eight episodes of the second season of an anime 
series. Although not well-established in these episodes, the premise of the series appears to 
involve a group of gifted or magical students who attend a specialised high school named Tenbi 
Academy. 

The series’ very loose narrative is a vehicle for its main purpose: sex and the sexualisation of its 
high-school aged female characters. It depicts young female high-school students naked or in 
limited sexualised clothing and posed sexually in such ways that emphasise their bodies including 
their bare breasts and a focus on genital areas through underwear. It also features these same 
characters engaged in conduct. Given the loose and trite narrative thread that connects the 
episodes, the main purpose of this publication and its hyper-sexualisation of the young female 
characters is the titillation and arousal of the viewer. Young people are presented as sexual 
objects who are desirable because of their youth, and are presented as available for adult sexual 
gratification. It is therefore likely to attract viewers with a prurient interest in young persons. It is 
likely to reinforce such an interest in young persons and contribute to the problem of young 
persons being sexually exploited in real life. 

The classification of this publications interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of New Zealand society to protect its young and vulnerable 
members from sexual exploitation.
